Flood of Protests From Citizens, Omithologists and 
Biological Experts Condémns du Pont Campaign 


Wholesale protests against the pro- 
posed slaughter of crows and other 
forms of wild life urged by E. I. du 
Pont Powder Company, Wilmington, 
Del., through the agency of their in- 
ternational “crow-shooting contest,“ 
are being received daily by Edward H.

MANCHESTER, N. H., March 18 
(Special)—-The Hew Hampshire Su- 
preme Court has taken under consia- 
eration the determination of whether 
Halbert N. Bond has a legal right to 
continue, as chairman of the Manches- 
ter Finance Commission until his suc- 
cessor is named, following arguments 
on the issue yesterday. 

The Attorney-General, Irving A. 
Hinckley, on behalf of the state gov- 
ernment, claimed that Mr. Bond, whose 
term of office expired some time ago, 
is through, and former Attorney-Gen- 
eral James B. Tuttle, counsel for the 
city and the commission, claimed that 
he is not through until his successor 
steps in. 

The case brings to a head a long 
financial and political battle for con- 
trol of certain city affairs which has 
attracted state-wide attention and will 
probably become an issue of import- 


ance in the coming state election. 

The Attorney General argued that |

When it is announced that a prom- 
inent actor is to appear in one of 
Shakespeare's famous roles, the hope- 
ful and expectant dramatic critic im- 
mediately thinks of the word great“ 
as the word that he will now have a 
chance to use in his review of the per- 
formance. Critics of the past have 
used the, word Bo unsparingly to de- 
scribe work of the then reigning 
favorite players, that it seems only 
fitting ‘that there should come a 
Shakespearean actor or actress in our 
time to warrant the bold and fearless 
use of the much valued word. The 
announced interpretations come and 
go—Julia Marlowes Imogen, John 
Barrymore’s Hamlet, Jane Cowl’s 
Juliet, Walter Hampden’s Shylock— 
each remarkably fine in its way, and 
yet we wonder what happened on the 
stages years ago to cause the riots, |; 
or what “afflatus,” “verve,” or flam- t 
ing fire” caused enthusiasts to unhar- 
ness horses from the carriages of 
theatrical stars and draw those stars, 
in triumph, to their hotels. 

Some Questions 

The questions that naturally arise 
are: Were the former actors so much 
better than those of today or were the 
audiences less sophisticated? Was the 
treatment of the plays different, or has 
the style of acting so changed that it 
is not conformable to the heroic de- 
clamatory style of play? The present 
reviewer believes that the answer is 
“Yes” to all but the question as to the 
superiority of the earlier actors, It 
is doubtful if the present day audiences 
would accept much of the work that 
was considered fine in an age—not so 
long ago—when a “stage walk“ was 
considered among the most important 
of an actor’s accomplishments. For 
250 years the Elizabethan acting tradi- 
tion prevailed—a tradition of the 
florid, flamboyant and bombastic—an 
acting method that is entirely taboo 
on the stage today. While it is true 
that no more human documents have 
ever been written than the 37 plays 
accredited to William Shakespeare, yet 
they are couched in terms of elaborate 
declamation. The present day actor is 
then held by critical opinion within the 
present day requirements, vocal lim- 
itations, etc., and yet while playing 
Shakespeare his subject matter calls 
for the most heroic treatment, which, 
if resorted to, instantly invites con- 
demnation. 

Advocating the playing of Shake- 
speare’s plays naturalistically is non- 
sense. They were not written for that 
kind of acting. They simply do not 
“stand up” at all under such treat- 
ment. It is therefore a problem in 
naturalistic artificiality, plus a modi- 
fied conformity to the modern demand 
for pure naturalism, that confronts the 
actor who essays to play Shakespeare 
these days. It is not an easy problem. 


A Fine Performance 


James K. Hackett’s production of 
„Macbeth.“ under the management of 
Equity Players, is a highly worthy 
achievement. It is a performance that 
everyone who stands for the best in 
the theater should not fail to see.

FRENCH fim production of 
Farere's novel, La Bataille,” 
with Sessue Hayakawa and Tsuru 
Aoki in the leading roles, has just been 
privately shown in London before being 
sent to America. It is called “The 
Battle,” and its quality is so excep- 
tional that it is a pleasure to praise it. 
One is even tempted to overpraise it, 
in the true movie manner. and so trick 
the public into thinking it a popular 

entertainment, which it is not. 

“The Battle“ concedes nothing what- 
eber to sentiment. It is an intellectual 
Cool, restrained,’ precise, cruel, 
logical—an exact translation into pho- 

phy of these things as we find 
them gathered together in a certain. 
French prose style. A film that might 
be compared with it for intellectual | 
sophistication is “Foolish Wives.” But 
in Stroheim’s picture the Zolaesque lit- 
erary tone was translated onto the 
screen by means of action—acting, 
characterization, and so on—whereas, 
in “The Battle,” a style (not by any 
means Zolaesque) is obtained primarily 
by translating the mood of the story 
into the pictorial texture.

T THE National Theater at Prague 
has just been produced the “Co- 
lumbus” of Jaroslav Hilbert. M. 
Hilbert, by his boldness in choosing 
a theme of such epic equality, throws 
out a veritable challenge to come and 
seé what he can make of it. In actual 
fact the dramatists, while he takes 
historical events as his material, 
treats them rather as incidentals / and 
en ments. His primary concern 
is h the character of the discov- 
erer, struggling against an adverse 


The present play is a reconstruc- 
tion of a series of scenes from the 
life of Columbus, disconnected 
sketches written by Hilbert 25 years 
ago. A play of 12 scenes was pro- 
duced in 1915, without conspicuous 
success. For this year’s production 


play and has cut out three scenes. 
The piece naturally remains loose 
in construction. It covers a long pe- 
riod of time, embracing Columbus’ 
early enthusiasms, the achievements 
and disappointments of manhood, his 
mature years and final passing. The 
actual scenes range from Genoa to 
the coast of North America; of the 
nine scenes no two are laid in the 
Same place. 


The picture painted by Hilbert is 


that of a man of a poetic nature with | 
great things in him, mocked and ill- | 
requited, only achieving a belated rec- | 
Ognition in the last moments of his 
life. Columbus finds no sympathy for | 
his first aspirations. Nevertheless, in 
spite of such. blows of fate as his 
wife's desertion of him, he strives un- 
tiringly to get the ships and money 
necessary for the realization of his | 
vision. | 

The first half of the play, which re- 
counts the mixed fortunes of these | 
earier years, is somewhat halting and 
uneven. The power of the tragedy de- 
velops and becomes arresting only in 
the later scenes, when Columbus re-

H. BRANTING PROPOSES 
CIVILIAN COMMISSION 
TO AID DISARMAMENT 


STOCKHOLM, March 2 (Special 
Correspondence) —Hjalmar Branting, 
one-time Prime Minister and now 
Swedish member of the League of 
Nations mixed temporary commission 
on disarmament, has just returned 
here from Geneva, where his proposal 
for a civilian commission on dis- 
armament has met with great favor, 
especially among those states not in 
the League of Nations. The members 
of the mixed temporary commission 
whose states are not in the League 
are not satisfied with the plan of the 
Permanent Commission that omy 
military experts should discuss the 
plans for disarmament, as that would 
mean only the states represented in 
the Council would be allowed to par- 
ticipate in this discussion. 

Mr. Branting proposes to replace the 
two commissions by one new commis- 
sion consisting of 15 civilian members 
only, of whom 10 would represent the 
10 states that are represented in the 
Council of the League of Nations. This 
plan has caused interest in League of 
Nations circles and is popular in 
Sweden. 

The Permanent Commission, how- 
ever, intends to defend its prerogative. 
A subcommittee has been appointed to 
discuss the matter, in which are Mr. 
Branting, Lord Cecil and M. Jouhaux. 
The Swedish press believes the mili- |: 
tary elements have received a severe 
blow by this proposal and that it has 
been received with great satisfaction 
by all the representatives of the 
small nations.

some who will recall the words of earnest devotion with 


which Mr. Munsey announced his purpose of maintain- 


ing to eternity the identity of the New York Herald, and 
restoring it to the t historic position which it had so 
long held, by establishing it anew upon a firm foundation, 
even though that foundation was built out of the débris 
of the destruction of the New York,Sun. But now the 
Herald follows the Sun after a scant four years, just 


as the Sun followed the Press, into the place of inter- 


ment of the Munsey victims. a 
The seller of the Herald, in the interview which he 
gave out to- the New York papers, lays much stress upon 
the “sound economics” of the newspaper amalgamation 
which he has in sé@veral instances effected. Sound 
economics” is a resonant phrase which ¢arries conviction 
to those who do not stop to analyze it. In the course of 
Mr. Munsey’s career he has administered the final stroke 
to many newspapers. The Herald, Sun, and Press in 
the morning field in New York, the News, the Globe and 
the Mail in the evening, have disappeared as a result of 
his activities. It may be sound economics for the papers 
that remain, it may possibly delight the advertisers: who 
think but not correctly that they will get the same 
results from the presentation of their advertisements in 
the comparatively limited number of papers remaining, 
but what about the economics as applied to the working 
people in the journalistic field? 

Any one of these newspapers would employ, including 
its mechanical staff, several hundred people. A paper: 
like the Herald or the Sun would probably employ not 
less than 1500 in all departments. These employees can- 
not be, and in fact are not, absorbed by the consolidated 
publication; When Mr. Munsey bought the Evening 
Globe he insisted that he had bought with it the services 
of all the very capable writers who gave distinction and 
individuality to that paper. What he meant was that 
he had bought the services of all whom he wanted to 
keep, for those whom he did not value were very speedily 
eliminated. Mary of those whom he did value, declining 
to be bought and sold like the presses and type, refused 
to go over to the Munsey organization, and a great out- 
cry was made and the theory set up that this was a viola- 
tion of professional ethics on their part. The singular 
proposition, however, that a newspaper proprietor could 
sell or buy men with a newspaper did not receive general 
acquiescence. 7 

The net result, however, economically, of such essays 
in amalgamation as Mr. Munsey has practiced in New 
Vork —essays which had their forerunners in Chicago, 
where seven morning papers of fifteen years ago are re- 
duced to two today—is a material limitation of the 
field of employment in journalism. It necessarily seri- 
ously affects that calling at the time when schools of 
journalism in universities throughout the country are 
endeavoring to raise the standard of it to a true profes- 
sion. For it is quite_evident that when a city the size of 
New York affords but four places of employment in the 
morning field, to a would-be editor, and Chicago affords. 
but two, and the average city of the class of Detroit, St. 
Paul, St. Louis, Minneapolis or Denver but one, the inde- 
pendence of the editorial employee is materially limited. 

The situation is not an encouraging one, and its dis- 
couraging features are not lessened by the fact that it 


is becoming more and more difficult to start new papers 


or even to maintain some of the old ones. The difficulty 
in starting new papers proceeds partly from the essen- 
tially monopolistic character of The Associated Press, 
which denies membership practically te any newcomer. 
It proceeds even more from the unwisdom of advertisers 
as a class, who are still wedded to the belief that great 
mass circulation is the only valuable circulation. A news- 
paper might be started conceivably in New York, and 
with even more promise in Chicago, that would appeal to 
a large class of intelligent readers. But it probably could 
not get quickly a circulation as great as that of the papers 
now in existence, and for that reason would not appeal 
to the average advertiser. Without advertising support 
no paper can exist. / 
And yet there never was a situation which was obvi- 
ously wrong, never a condition which placed arbitrary 
limitations upon the expansion of intelligent effort to 
inform the public and to gyide it, which has not in some 
way been met. We belie that the apparent tendency 
to monopolize the sources of news and the publication of 
newspapers will in time be corrected. Some think that 
the correction may come through the systematic develop- 
ment of the radio. Others believe that the creation of 
‘a new type of newspapers which will not involve so huge 
an expenditure of money and which will appeal to people 
desirous of reading an intelligent treatment of the day’s 
news rather than instantaneous and fragmentary tran- 
scripts of it, may be the remedy. At any rate, some 
remedy will be found. If leadership of any sor —polit- 
ical, moral, or ethical—is to be conceded to newspapers, 
then the newspaper field must not and cannot be 
' monopolized by a small group of men. If it is so mo- 
nopolized, all pretension to that leadership. must be 
abandoned. " ,

real dictators of the Navy. He can purge his depart- 
ment of the last taint which clings to it as a result of the 
unsavory disclosures made and hinted at in conndction 
with the regrettable scandals which have vitiated the 
atmosphere in the regions of the capital in recent weeks. 
He can align himself, as he properly should do, definitely 
on the side of the President’s supporters. He is equipped 
to become at once the nucleus of what soon will be a 
Coolidge Cabünet, rather than a cabinet inherited from 
another. It is time for such a reorganization. This is 
said without the utterance of a disparaging word against 
any conscientious and honest member of the President's 
official family as now made up. It is said because it is 
incongruous, under any conditions, that an incumbent 
of the highest office within the gift of a hundred million 
people should feel bound, by a sense of proprieties dic- 
tated by precedent, to be guided in formulating his 
administrative policies by advice which he accepts with 
even a degree of reservation. 
Judge Wilbur brings with him to his new office a 
superabundance of vigor and an overflowing measure of 
experience as lawyer and jurist. It is hoped that with 
these he brings courage and determination to deal fear- 
lessly with conditions which to one of his characteristics 
and training cannot but prove distasteful, if not_actually

But Premier Ferguson is 
in the difficult position of having to fulfill an election 
pledge to enforce the Ontario Temperance Act so long 


as the people wished it upon the statute book.“ 


Opponents of the Government’s proposed plebiscite 
ask what evidence there is of any real provincial demand 
for a vote to give the Government power to change the 
act. The Premier has been careful to refrain from 
expressing the opinion that the people no longer wish to 
maintain prohibition. This session's legislation is merely 
to have the machinery ready for the gauging of public 
opinion upon the question. The Government would take 
the consequences, he said, in the debate recently, if they 
wrongly gauged public opinion as a result of the vote; 
they alone would be responsible. 

The Ontario Premier's position is fairly obvious. He 
is trying to meet the demands of opponents of prohibi- 
tion who, though numerically small, are politically influ- 
ential in the Conservative Party. At the same time he 
has to exercise great care to avoid open conflict with 
the strong temperance forces in the Province. Even on 


the Conservative side of the Legislature, while support- 


ing the Government’s policy of provision for a plebiscite, 
there are members who hold the opinion that the Ontario 
Temperance Act will be sustained in another popular vote. 
There is reason to believe that it will be, too, if the 
temperance workers hold fast, in the movement that has 
been launched for union of effort to defend the gains 
that-have so far been made in Ontario. 7

agreement, would tend to relieve traffic conditions. 

By common consent the public has cheerfully sub- 
mitted. to. the enforcement of many arbitrary orders 
promulgated in an effort to insure safety and eonvenience 
in travel. Emergency measures préscribing “one way” 
movements of ears on certain streets have been unques- 
tioningly complied with. This is upon the ‘reasonable 
theory of the “greatest good to the greatest number.” 
But it might be insisted that the technical right of the 
traveler entitles him to whatever reasonable use of the 
highways he may elect. The automobile is not a nuisance. 

t can become such, no doubt, in the hands of irrespon- 
sible or incapacitated operators, but it/is as much a utility 
as a horse-drawn wagon or carriage. 

There are limits, apparently, beyond which municipal 
or police power cannot safely go: The public right is 
paramount and must be respected. But it is encouraging 
that the publie has shown a willingness to co-operate, 
even fo the extent of. surrendering established preroga- 
tives, in the effort to regulate and control traffic to the 
end that general safety may be conserved. Present 
and future emergencies can be met in no other way. 
There will never be a return to the ox cart and the horse- 
drawn omnibus.

In a recent Ray's | 
address, Miss Olive Jones, presi- || i y 3 
dent of the National Education Viewpoint 
Association, presented a con- 3 
vincing plea in this behalf. She : . 
ventured what many will regard as the reasonable asser- 
tion that the point of view of the teacher or preceptor 
frequently is so exalted, so much in advance; ethically, 
from that of what-she denominated the “bad boy,” ‘that 
a meeting of the extreme points of thought concerning a 
given subject is impossible. 

Probably it would not be insisted that the standards 
of the teachers should be lowered. That would be a 
dangerous concession, and one, no doubt, which the 
object of the teacher's solicitude would be the first to 
take advantage of. What, then, are to be the processes 
by which a common ground is reached? Education is 
at once the leveler and the solvent. But there cannot 
be proper training or encouraging progressive growth 
until the opportunity is created for that meeting of 
thought by which the leavening is accomplished. Sym- 
pathetic understanding must first undermine the wall 
which separates an exalted sense of justice from thé de- 
praved or vicious sense. That, in its turn, can only be 
gained through loving patience and earnest endeavor. 

It is an inescapable conclusion, as one views the 


progress being made along the line suggested, that the— 


work which should rightly begin in the home, to be sup- 
plemented by that of the schoolroom, is being most satis- 
factorily accomplished, generally speaking, in those organ- 
izations devoted to advancing the welfare of boys. In 
the Boy Scout movement in the United States and in 
other countries may be fqund what seems to be the most 
convincing proof of this observation. The leaders and 
masters in that organization seem to have discovered the 
open road to the innermost recesses of the thoughts of 
boys. They have made the right desirable rather than 
repugnant. They have made the doing of kind acts a 
pleasure rather than something to be shunned. Thev 
have stripped from wrongdoing all the flimsy tinset“and 
trappings with which youth so often seeks to clothe it, 
and in its place have set up inoffensive and attractive 
ideals of justice and decency. 

By this means the viewpoint of the boy has been 
found. Wheh once discovered, it is not difficult to dis- 
arm it or even to alter it. Something that the boy can 
understand and respect must be put in the place of his 
wrong concept. The work can be done in the home or in 
the school. It would be well if more of it were done 
there. But it is gratifving know that, at least in a 
measure, the thing greatly to be desired is being accom- 
plished.

Rydal, Westmoreland, Feb. 29 

We at Rydal like to remember that Woodrow Wilson lived 
among us, loved our neighbors and was refreshed by the beauty 
of our countryside.” In the midst of the absorbing preoccupa- 
tiorls of the years that followed we know that his thoughts 
turned back with affection to the quiet of this village, and 
that he found rest in the remembrance of such friends as the 
roadmender and the postman. | 

Human beings interested him, perhaps, more than ahything 
else. He said once, “Do you know which is my favorite seat 
in the Lake District?” We all began to consider the hills 
with the grandest views. ‘““The bench outside the Queen's 
Hotel! I love to watch my fellow countrymen ascending and 
descending from the coach! 

It was in the summer of 1906, while he was still president 
of Princeton University, that Mr. Wilson took a cottage at 
Rydal with his wife and three daughters. My father made 
drawings of them all and we met very frequently. Sometimes 
Mr. Wilson read aloud during the sitting Wordsworth, 
Matthew Arnold, and once, Browning’s Saul —and some- 
times, after supper, descended, with delightful boyishness, to 
yards of the college songs common to Yale, Harvard and 


Princeton. One of these that we particularly enjoyed was

The man that hath some good peanuts 
And giveth his neighbor none, 

He shan't have any of my peanuts 
When his peanuts are gone. 

There were verses with such trimmings as “The man that 
hath some good fresh-roasted California peanuts’ —the words 
came out with almost acrobatic precision—and then the trium- 
phant arrival at “Oh, that'll be joyful.” when the exactions 
of enunciation, along with the “peanuts,” were gone“!

Mr. Wilson told us an amusing story, among other tales. 
of his sad experiences with newspaper reporters. Speaking in 
a large city he happened to say that in city life there is no 
real public opinion. A man on a street car buries bis head 
in the morning-paper, and “experiences a reaction which he 
calls his_gpinion.”” But he has not heard the other side of 
the question, nor really given thought tu it himself. Mr. Wilson 
then described a scene inside a country store, a group of men 
lounging round the counter, chewing tobacco, discussing. poli- 
tics, and settling the public opinion of the place, He added 
that whatever objections there might be to the habit of chewing 
tobacco- it did at least give a man time to think between his 
sentences. A certain newspaper reported the last sentence only, 
under some such heading as Woodrow Wilson advocates 
chewing tobacco.“ (This story survives in the New Freedom.) 

In 1908 Mr. Wilson came for another summer holiday, this 
time alone. He landed at Glasgow, cycled down to t Lakes 
and settled at a small hotel at Grasmere, where he was for 
some time the only guest. Later this responsibility was light- 
ened by the arrival of others, some of whom he described as 
“stolid Englishmen—isolated facts.“ This summer my father 
made a third portrait of Mr. Wilson while he sat telling 
strings df delightful stories. Little or nothing would set the 
ball rolling” and one tale would follow another. The portrait 
grew fast, thanks to a sitter who could thus entertain himselt. 
He told us the limerick that afterward came out in a news- 
paper report of one of his campaign speeches: 

For beauty I am not a star, 
There are others more handsome by far. 
But my face I don't mind it 


For I am behind it; 
The fellow in front gets the jar!

When my father laid the drawing down on its side to look 
at it Mr. Wilson was reminded of the saying of a certain 
professor who was lecturing in a country town. The lantern 
operator put in one of the slides so that a castle appeared 
on the screen standing on its turrets.” The lecturer gently 
suggested that the slide seemed to be “a little upside down.“ 
Another professor teaching Latin said to a student who had 
answered incorrectly: “Genitive? Yes—yes—but rather in 
the accusative!” 

Mr. Wilson enjoyed the use and definition of words. My 
father once asked him to define obstinacy. 

Firmness and resolution. carried beyond the point of 
reason. ; 

“Then what would you say of the obstinacy of a donkey?” 

“Well, he would have no point of reason, so in his case I 
should merely call it stupid unwillingness.” 

“What determines the point of reason?“ asked someone else. 

„Ah, when I said it, | hoped no one would ask that!“ 

He spoke of a horse his family had driven at the seaside, 
a sedate horse, which, even with the assistance of a switch out 
of the hedge, would not be persuaded to go beyond an alert 
walk.” Another story was of a mule sent on a journey by 
boat. He chewgd off the label on which dis destination was 
written, and an old Negro exclaimed, “Dat ‘ar muel done et 
up whar’_he gwine to!“ There were other Negro anecdotes, 
some of them illustrating the good understanding between cer- 
tain old southern masters and their slaves—and no one who 
heard it could ever forget How to eat possum! 

Recollections of Mr. Wilson fall very naturally into a 
succession of stories that seems as if it could go on indefinitely. 
He was very much “on holiday” here. His gayety was usually 
uppermost and he was always a delightful and a most welcome 
guest. And afterward, in spite of the world-wide problems 
that occupied his thought, we knew that his friendship would 
always be the same.

An American Vouth Movement? 


Oruer things than the frivolous occupations of a “flapper” 
generation seem to be stirring the youth of the United States 
these days. Norman Thomas, in the Nation, describes a 
recent conference of youth organizations that indicates a rising 
tide of youth opinion—perhaps the beginning of a genuine 
youth movement. “Of the making of conferences,” declares 
Mr. Thomas, we had decided there is no need; and much 
But the Conference of 
Youth Organizations at Bear Mountain the beginning of this 
month was different—different and significant. The peculiar 
interest did not inhere in the glory. of snow-covered hills under 
a winter’s sun. Neither did it lie in the set speeches of the 
conference, though they were good. Rather, it was found in 
the fact that the much-discussed and long-sought inclusive Youth 
Movement of America seemed tc be in evidence. 

“Here, side by side, were representatives of orthodox Chris- 
tian-and Jewish young people's organizations; the V. P. S. C. E. 
(Christian Endeavor Society) fraternized with the V. P. S. L. 
(Young People’s Socialist League), the Student Volunteers 
of America with the Young Workers League. Over thirty 
organizations of youth were represented. These young people 
were doing what their elders had 7 done: They were 


getting together.”
